SAVOURIES TO

Cheese custards are delicious when served 
with baked or boiled fish, A quarter of a 
pint of milk, one egg, a dessertspoonful of 
fine bread crumbs, a dessertspoonful of finely- 
grated cheese, salt and pepper, are the in- 
gredients require 

Break the egg into a basin and beat it 
well, add to it a seasoning of salt and pepper, 
with just a dash of cayenne. Mix in the 
cheese, bread crumbs, and milk. Nearly fill 
smal! patty pane with the mixture, and bake 
in a slow oven till the custard i« set The 
oven must not be hot enough for the custards 
or they will be spoilt. 

4 mush room. savoury makes an appetising 
supper dish 
meat or a potato pie. ‘ake six large cup 
mushrooms, one small shallot, a tablespoonful 
of fine bread crumbs, one egg, one ounce of 
butter, a little milk, pepper, salt, and'a few 
sprigs of parsley. 

Take out the stalks and insides of the 
mushrooms, and mince them very finely with 
the parsley and shallot. Cook them very 
gently in the butter for five minutes. Just 
cover the bread crumbs with hot milk, and 
leave them to soak for a minute; then stir 
them into the mixture, add the well-beaten 
egg, and stir over a gentle heat until thick, 
being careful not to boil. Use the mixture to 
fill the mushrooms; put a tiny scrap of butter 
in each, and bake in a hot oven for five 
minutes. Serve very hot on rounds of buttered

wash the leeks, pare off part of the 
heads and roots, scald them in boiling

and truss a chicken, fill st 
with a veal stuffing. Make a batter with 
a pint of milk, three eqqgs, ans sufficient 
flour to make it thick :; pour tt into a deep, 
huttered dish. Place -the fowl in the 
centre of the hatter, and hale it in the 
oven. Serve it in the same dish. 


GOLDEN PUDDING. 

For this take a quarter of a pound of 
flour, quarter of a pound of breaderumbs, 
quarter of a pound of beef suet, quarter 
of a pound of moist sugar, quarter of a 
pound of marmalade, and one €98. Mix 
these ingredients well together, put them 
in a buttered basin, and steam for two 
and a half hours. 


RASPBERRY CREAM. 

Pound and sift a quarter of a pound of 
sugar, and muir with it a quarter of a 
pound of raspberry jam and the whipped 
whites of four eggs. Beat all together for 
one hour, and then pile in a glasa dish in 
lumpe, and decorate with glace cherries.

NURSE SENT TO PRISON.—At the 
Northern Ireland Assizes at Belfast on Satur- 
day Ita M‘Veigh was put forward at the 
Winter Assizes, and pleaded “‘ guilty” to the 
theft of a motor car, the property of William 
M‘Coy.

BANK RAIDER CONVICTED.—At the 
Northern ireland Assizes at Belfast on Satur- 
day John Fox was convicted of the armed 
robbery from an agent of the Bank of Ireland 
at Largan on September 14th.

““ BIG FIGHT YET TO 
COME.’’ 


Mr. J. T. O'Farrell, a member of the Free 
State Senate, speaking at Derry on Saturday 
night, said that the whole problem of the 
[rish railways was bristling with difficulties of 
a serious character. A ruinous campaign was 
carried on by people who, in their opposition 
to the Free State, had dealt the ful fury of 
their attacks against the railways. 

He complained’ of the “unscrupulous” 
manner in which the railway companies had 
misrepresented the position to the public. 

So far as the workers were concerned, no 
disimprovement in their present conditions 
would even he discussed. In some respects 
they were not satisfied with present conditions 
and wages, but before putting in just demands 
they were biding their time until the oppor- 
tunity which they were hoping for came. 

It was remarkable how tenaciously directors 
clung off to companies which, they said, were 
losing thousands per week; it was tenacity 
worthy of a better cause. He instanced the 
case of the Great Southern and Western Com- 
pany, which, though stated to be losing 
£10,000 per week, decided to carry on in spite 
of al! their tribulations rather than let the 
Free State Government take control. 

It showed the fallacy of the arguments these 
people put forward. One would have imagined 
that they would have welcomed the Govern- 

ment’s proposal, but instead they were hang- 
ing on to the concern. 

They had to-day a plethora of Commissions ; 
probably the next would be to ascertain where 
flies went in the winter time. 

he majority report oí the Northern Rail- 
way Commission was fifty vears hehind the 
times. Apparently the Northern Govern- 
ment’s policy was to let matters slide. 

A disquieting and unsatisfactory thing was 
the manner in Which the Free State Govern- 
ment practically turned down the recom- 
mendations of the Southern Commission. 

Jnification would be an advance on the pre- 
sent state of affairs, but, he declared, “* we 
stand emphatically by our policy and our 
belief that nationalisation is the only proper 
and permanent solution of this problem.

The New Party. _— | 


Tt was announced last week that a political 
party had been formed in support of the 
present Executive of the Free State. The 
party, we are told, came into being at a 
convention which was attended by Presi- 
dent Cosgrave and other Ministers. Its 
chief purposes will be “the unification of 
Ireland,” the fusion of existing parties 
which have essential principles in 
common, and the development of national 
resources. The party—whose personnel 
seems at the outset to be identical with 
that of the Pro-Treaty Party in the second 
Dail—has not yet received a name, but is 
likely to be dalled the “National Party.” 
Apparently, it proposes to get to work 
without delay. 1t will support the present 
Government in the country, and will select 
and put forward candidates at the forth- 
coming general election; and a committee 
has been formed to draft the constitution 
and programme, A general election must be 
held in Southern Ireland before the end 
of this year. In the still gravely unsettled 
state of public affairs some crisis, political 
or economic, may precipitate it at any 
moment There is only one definite party— 
the Labour Party—in the present. Parlia- 
ment; but, as we have suggested before 
now, others will not fail to sort themselves 
out in the course of time. The party which 
is first in the field with a political machine 
and a well-considered programme will have 
a considerable advantage at the polls. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s Government has con- 
ferred many services on tho country. It 
is abiding honourably by the terms of the 
Act of Settlement. In the constitution of 
the Senate and in the general conduct of 
Parliamentary business it has given proo! 
of a broad-minded regard for the interests 
of minorities. Nevertheless, its achieve- 
ment, even so far as the present session 
is concerned, is still largely in the future. 
Ke have yet to learn how it will deal with 
its accumulating problems of finance, It 
has postponed any serious attempt to 
grapple with the really vital factors in the 
railway question. A very important test of 
its administrative ability, as well as of its 
respect interests, will be 
furnished by its tho 
judicial system in the Free State. A 
further and, perhaps, even more critical 
test of its sense of justice is involved in 
its forthcoming bill for the completion of 
land purchase. Mr. Hogan has promised 
that the bill will be “fair to everybody” ; 
but we shal] not know what he means by 
the word “fair” until he has published

Of course, there is one condition pre 
cedent to the revival of party politics in 
any shape or form We must regard the 
establishment of the new party as a proof 
of the Government’s confidence that order 
will be restored thoroughly in the country 
beforo the date of the general election. 
It seems almost ironical even to talk about 
“party politics” at the present time. The 
phrase connotes a civilised state of society, 
and is utterly inconsistent, therefore, with 
the state of society which is reflected in 
every day’s newspapers. The burning of 
private houses, the kidnapping of public 
men, the destruction of railways are not 
politics. They are war, and until such 
warfare is at an end no genuine progress 
can be made by any Government, any 
Parliament or any party with political, 
socia] or industrial reforms of any kind. 
The first and paramount task of Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government is the restoration 
of order and the establishment of law. lí 
it fails to achieve that task, the noblest 
of political programmes will be as sounding

The Cost of Coal, 


The Mines Department of the British 
Home Office has issued the Report of the 
Advisory Committee which was appointed 
to inqwfire into the cost of coal to the 
consumer and to propose any feasible 
economies in respect to overhead, distri- 
bution and delivery charges. The sub- 
stance of the Commitice’s conclusions is 
that no cheaper coal can be expected at 
present—that the only hope of cheaper 
production is a greatly enhanced output 
following upon largely increased demand, 
which in turn can come only when trade 
and industry in all parts of the world 
recover from the post-war stagnation that 
has overtaken them. Many practical 
economists and manufacturers maintain, 
however, that cheaper coal is an essen- 
tial condition of the recovery of trade. If 
that view be correct, the position is un- 
fortunate. There can be no increased 
commercia] prosperity until there is 
cheaper coal, and there can be no cheaper 
coal until increased commercial prosperity 
has arrived. The negative conclusions of 
the Committee's report are as disappoint- 
ing as they are probably correct. “The 
situation,” says the report, “is. un- 
doubtedly a grave one, and we believe 
that relief will-only be found in an in- 
creased demand for coal, with consequent 
fuller employment at the pits.” Coming 
to the cost of transport, the Committoea 
finds that it has risen, for all kinds of 
fuel, approximately by 88 per cent. above 
the pre-war figure. The Committee evi- 
dently does not think that the railways 
and shipowners have done all that was 
possible in the matter of reducing rates 
oftransport. In particular, it condemns the 
dock charges for the shipping and hand- 
ling of coal as excessive, and declares 
that they onght to be lowered. Withont 


With respect fo the distribution oí coal 
for the household consumer statistics are 
published which show that the costs differ 
widely in different localities in propor 
tion to their pre-war figures, In Cardiff 
the cost has risen 64 per cent., and in 
Southampton 77 per cent., while in Liver- 
pool the cost to the retailer has increased 
by 129 per cent. and in London by 108 
per cent. The Committee thinks that 
“the distributing trade should take 1mme- 
diate steps to render considerable reduc- 
tions possible.” It might appear that the 
Committee's strong views on the need of 
substantial reductions in the distribution 
charges on domestically consumed and ex- 
ported coal and its general belief that no 
cheaper coa] can be expected until trade 
revives are incompatible; but the fact 
seems to be that the possi"le reductions 
in dock and other charges ‘would not sub 
stantially rednce the price of coal to the 
consumer. What the coal industry wants, 
in a word, is a big turn-over and small 


profits. 
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French Taxes. 


M. de Lasteyrie, the French Minister 
of Finance, proposes to add a twenty per 
cent. increase to all the country's taxes, 
direct and indirect. The project gives a 
practical and important insight into tho 
anxiety of the French to squeeze from 
Germany something, though it be only a 
little, of the reparations money to w hich 
the French taxpayer has been looking ior 
the relief of his financial burden. Tho 
Minister of Finance, unfortunately, is 
unable to coin either beliefs or promises 
into the hard money which he requires 
to make his,receipts balance expenditure. 
He finds himself short of some fifty 
million pounds, which must be produced 
from somewhere. The twenty per 
increase—the equivalent in the French 
householder’s budget of an additional 
income tax of four shillings in the pound 
—will produce the fifty millions. but 't 
will produce a great dea] oi not unnatural 
grumbling as well. Tho grumbling will 
take the form of an objection to any 
increase of the domestic burden when the 
French Government is on the eve of 
wringing substantial sums from Germany 
by the occupation of the Ruhr. To levy 
the increased French taxes without wait- 
ing to see what the Ruhr occupation pro- 
duces in the way of cash returns would 
be, the critics say, an anticipatory con- 
tession of iailure, The Minister of Finance 
will say that these arguments move 
him strongly, but that his job is to find 
the money and not to wait for General 
Degoutte to find it for him. The addi

Among the numerous and mach-dis- 
pated fragments of territory with which 
the framers of the Versaill:s Treaty were 
required to deal was the town and district 
of Memel. Before the war it was in 
German territory, but the population was 
more Lithuanian thar Prussian, except 
in the town of Memel itself. Situated 
close to the Russo-German border, Memel 
was a strong coast fortress and the most 
northerly town of any importance in East 
Prussia. After the war Germany was 
compelled to renounce her sovereignty 
over it. An Allied Commission was ap- 
pointed to govern the district, which em. 
braces an area of slightly under a 
thousand square miles and a population 
of about one hundred and fifty thousand. 
Lithuania opposed the Commission 
scheme and demanded that Memel should 
be included in Lithuanian territory. The 
Alhes overruled the claim, but the 
Lithuanians’ intention to seize the terri- 
tory never was concealed; and now, 
encouraged by the supposed difficulties 
and misunderstandings of the Allies in 
Turkey, in the Ruhr and elsewhere, the 
attempt apparently is being. made. Of 
course, the Lithuanian Government has 
no open hand in the matter; but armed 
bands of irregulars have invaded the 
Memel area, which is garrisoned only by 
a handful of French troops. By way of 
complicating matters Poland, which for 
some time has been at daggers drawn 
with Lithuania over the Vilna question, 
has addressed a note of protest to the 
Allies. The reassuring aspect of 
the affair is the fact that Meme! is com- 
manded from the sea by the warships of 
the Allies.

Frederic Harrison, the well-known 
publicist, died in his sleep yesterday morning 
at his residence, 10 Roya! Crescent, Bath, i 
his ninety-second year. 
Despite his advanced age, 
ood health, and was only slightly má 
ast week.

He was the son of Mr. Frederic Harrison, 
of 9 Threadneedle street, London, and Muswell 
Hill, afterwards of Sutton place, Surrey. His 
mother was an Ulster woman, the daughter of 
Mr. Alexander Brice, of Belfast. Among his 
earliest recollections was hearing of the death 
of William IV., and he recalled the strong im- 
pression made on his childish mind by the 
Coronation of Queen Victoria. Mrs. Harrison 
herself taught her boys the elements of learn- 
ing until they were sent for a couple of years 
to a private school preparatory to entry at 
King’s College Schoo! 

From King’s College School Mr. 
Harrison went up to Wadham College, Oxiord, 
and in 1854 became a fellow and tutor of his 
College. 

In politics Mr. Harrison was ti-m! 
and was a disciple of Bright and ( obden. 

His first active service to tix 
Labour was the share he took in 
the Workingmen’s College. In 
other movements, his independent attitude of 
mind prevented absolute sympathy and co 
operation. With official Liberalism, tor mm 
stance, he was always at odds 

In 1859 Mr. Harrison went out to Lombardy 
to witness the movement for Itahan umity, 
acting as volunteer correspondent for two 
London newspapers. . Resolutely opposed to 
aggression of any kind, he retained all bis life 
a passionate sympathy tor 
tionalities. , 

He never quite forgave John Bright, for in- 
stance, for being a member of the (;overnment 
which established a British Protectorate over 
Egypt. Many an exile from the Commune 
found relief and a kindly welcome at Mi 
Frederic Harrison's London home.

A deputation was sent to the Chancellery 
with a resolution, and Dr. Cuno eent & mes- 
sace of thanks, explaining that it was )m- 
possible for him to address the meeting per- 
sonally as requested 

The crowd on disnersing tried unsaccessfally 
to break the police cordon guarding the 
Brandenburger Gate, behind which is the 
French Embassy, repeating the cry, “ Down 
with France!’ Several arrests were made by 
the police. 

A similar incident occurred in front of the 
headquarters of the Franco-Belgian Military 
Mission. Apparently the French officials had 
received orders to avoid anything of a pro- 
yocative natore, and no Frenchmen were to 
be seen at the windows.

Herr Thyssen, junior, was the only “ coal 
baron” actually present at the Conference, 
bat the Stinnes and Krupp concerns were 
adequately represented. The President of the 
French Commission, M. Coste, bluntly 
opened the conference by informin~ the coal- 
miners that if they continued obstinate, 
‘arrests and confiscations’’ might be ex- 
pected, a remark which provoked @ sharp 
protest from Herr Thyssen. 


FRENCH PROMISE TO PAY, 

The parties then settled down to “business,” 
during the course of which the Gorman repre- 
sentatives explained that since the German 
Government refused to pey them for repara- 
tions quotes for France and Belgium, the 
mine-owners obviously could not pay the 
workers. 

“Very well,” replied, in effect, the French 
Chairman of the Commission, “' we shall pay 
for reparation coal.” 

A definite promise was drawn up to that 
effect. This concession on the part. of France 
is naturaily represented here as a great Ger- 
man success, in that France, which previously 
paid for reparations coal by simple book-keep- 
ing, will now have to pay a monthly eum of 
about 40 milliard marks for the same coal. 

The French concession is clear'y intended 
to reassure the workers that their wages are 
cafe, the intention being in the meantime to 
compel the German Government to resume 
such payments. 


PREPARING TO. STAY.

EXPERIENCE,

The foilowing has been issued by the Go- 
vernment Publicity Department, :— 

“On Friday night at 8 p.m. four men 
gained access to the house of Senator Surgeon 
Oliver Gogarty on the plea that they wanted 
to see the surgeon urgently. Surgeon Gogarty 
was in his bath at the time. All the men 


) were armed. Two remained on the stairs and 


two entered the bathroom and told him to 
dress quickly, saying his services were re- 
quired for a man who was seriously injured. 
Surgeon Gogarty was at once suspicious, but 
they took him to his bedroom, where he 
dressed, and thence to a motor car, which 
contained three other men, including the 
driver, and one woman. 

“He was then driven to Salmon Pool 
House, Island Bridge, where he was detained 
under an armed guard of four or five men, 
the usual threats being administered as to 
what would happen if ho gave trouble. 

“ At about 10 p.m. he was escorted into the 
garden by one of the men, who was armed 
with a revolver. Taking off his heavy over- 
coat, he made as if to hand it to the man, 
but, suddenly throwing it over the latter's 
head, he tore his way in the dark through 
the shrubbery to the river bank about sixty 
yards away, where he plunged into the ice- 
cold water. 

“The river was much flooded, and he swam 
with the stream for about a quarter of an 
hour, when increasing numbness made it 
necessary for him to regain the bank, which 
he succeeded in doing on the side from which 
he had entered the water. Then, having ob 
tained the loan of acap and a jacket, he made 
his way to the Civic Guard Dépét, Pheniz 
Park, where he was treated with kindness 
and skill by Dr. Ellis and the men, and -aiter 
an hour in hot blankets he was sufficiently 
recovered to be removed to town.”’ 


ARRIVAL OF THE MEN, 

An Irish Times reporter who made inquiries 
on Saturday says that a motor car, which 
contained a number of young men and 3 
‘roman, drove up to Dr. Gogarty’s halldoor. 
They knocked and told the servant that they 
wauted the doctor to accompany them to see 
an injured man who required immediate 
assistance. The servant went to inform her 
master of the request, and when she did so 
two of the men followed her up the stairs, 
producing revolvers as they did so. Dr. 
Gogarty came out of the bathroom and the 
men repeated the story that they had already 
told to the servant. From the appearance 
and demeanour of the men, coupled with 
their unusual mission, the doctor became 
suspicious that foul play was intended and 
addressed them, saying: ‘‘If this is a case of 
murder I want to write a letter and settle 
my affairs before I go.” Thereupon the 
men cast aside ali pretence of their 
mission of mercy, and demanding that the 
doctor should go with them, brought him 
down to the waiting motor car after he had 
dressed, and ordered him to enter it. . The 
car was driven rapidly off, and in the mean- 
time the doctor was blindfolded. 

After a journey which ht estimated to last 
about half an hour, the car pulled up at a 
house close to the banks of the Liffey in the 
Island Bridge district. Obtaining a glimpse 
of his surroundings Dr. Gogarty, who is 
familiar with the district, recognised where 
he was, and after a short period of detention 
in the house he asked permission from his 
captors to go outside for a few moments, The 
request was granted, and Dr, Gogarty was 
taken into the yard of the house, accompanied 
by one of the men who held a revolver. The 
doctor then decided to make a dash íor 
freedom, 

THE ESCAPE, 

He removed a heavy motoring overcoat 
which he was wearing. and asked his escort 
to hold it for him. The man put out his 
hand to take the coat, and the doctor flung 
it over his head and. dashed away in the 
‘darkness. Reaching the bank of the Liffey, 
which was swollen, he swam with the current 
for a time and then dragged himself out on 
the bank with the aid of overhanging bushes, 
He made his way to a cottage, where he 
briefly told his trying experience. The 
occupabts received him kindly, and not only 
provided him with shelter, but gave him food 
and dry clothing, which he exchanged for his 
soaked garments. 

After a brief rest Dr. Gogarty proceeded 
through the Phenix Park to the Depdt of the 
Civic Guard, where he again. related his ex- 
periences and communicated the news of his 
escape to his anxious household at Ely piace. 
He was then in an exhausted condition, but 
every assistance was given to him, and he was 
attended by Dr. Ellis, the depot surgeon, 
after which he was conveyed home With the 
exception of some alight brutses sa the 
head and face, Dr. Gogarfy was little the 
worse for his exciting adventure. On inquiry 
at his residence on Saturday night no further 
information could be obtained on the matter. 


MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 

A second case of kidnapping occurred at 
about the same hour on Friday night, when 
a motor car containing six voung men who 
carried pistols pulled up at the residence of 
Mr. John C. Dinneen, insurance company 
official, in Morehampton road. Mr. Dinneen 
opened the door in response to their loud 
knocking, and he was immediately seized and 
told that he had got to go with his captors. 
He offered some resistance, but was dragged 
outside, the little finger of his right 
hand being broken in the struggle. He 
pointed out that he was only wear- 
ing his slippers, and asked to be 
allowed to put on his boots, but the request 
was refused. His captors produced their 
pistols menacingly, and thereupon Mr. Dineen 
wisely refrained from further resistance. A 
gam A of passers-by, seeing the struggle, 
hurried to the scene, but they were met with 
pistols, and told that they would be fired 
upon if they approached nearer. 

Meenwhile Mr. Dineen was bundled into 
the motor car, which rapidly disappeared. As 
a result of questions by his captors, Mr. 
Dinneen found that he was misiaken for Mr. 
John Dinneen, 8 member of the Dail, and 
he proceeded to convince his captors by 
documentary evidence. Many searching ques- 
tions were put to him as to the place of his 
birth, his business, and so forth. For over 
half au honr this trying ordeal] continued, 
Mr. Dinneen being meanwhile biindfolded. 
Ultimately the motor car pulled up ontside 
a house, into which Mr. Dinneen was taken, 
end the papers on his person were closely 
acrutinised. 

The leader of the partv then expressed him- 
self satisfied that a mistake had been made, 
and apologised, adding that their object had 
been to get Mr. Dinneen, T.D., ar 1 hold him 
as a hostage in case that extreme measures 
were taken against Mr. Ernest O'Malley, a 
prisoner who was captured by the Free State 
Army. 

The victim of mistaken identity was then 
liberated, and got back to his home before 
midnight, somewhat shaken as a result of his 
trying experience.

Frou Ocn Dirtomatic CoRRESPONDEN?, 
LAUSANNE, Saturday. 
In the endiess series of protracted and in- 


conclusive conclaves of the past four years, 
the Lausanne Conference has a place of its 
own. Never, anywhere, has obstruction and 
procrastination formed an element one-tenth 
as formidable as they have bere. 

The delegates sit six days a week, end it 
is a generous estimate to calculate that on one 
day out of the six progress of some import- 
ance may be recorded. The week that ends 
to-day was to have seen nearly the whole 
ground cleared, so that the Treaty, or some 
equivalent document, could have been put be- 
fore the Turks on Monday or Tuesday. As 
thimgs have turned out, that consummation 1s 
still wrapped in the mists of an almost in- 
visible future. 

The Turks obviously hold the view that, 
as all eternity is before us, a few weeks more 
ce less of talk at Lausanne matter nothing. 
That is, no doubt, the Oriental method. To 
Westerners, with other things to do in the 
world, it is very nearly intolerable. 

The Allied delegates, nevertheless, are 
managing to tolerate it, and if their patience 
holds out peace will probably be signed next 
month—or later. 

As an example of what has to be suffered, 
to-day is typical enough. M. Barrere’s Com- 
mission had met in the hope of finally dis- 
posing of the question of the Ottoman debt, 
the question of war damages, and the es- 
penses of the Allied Armies of Occupation. 

Regarding Turkey’s pre-war debt, there ts 
no difference of opinion. It must be divided 
equitably between the States which formed 
part of the old Ottoman Empire. That prin- 
ciple has been observed in all the other Peace 
Treaties, and it is now fully recognised. 

The Turks to-day proceeded to insist that 
the war debt should be treated in the same 
way. That would mean that Arab countries, 
like Irak and Hedjaz, dragged into the war 
by a little clique at Constantinople, and 
actually themselves opposed to the Turks, 
would be saddled with the coste of the 
struggle, which Turkey was compelled by 
her German Ally to maintain for four years. 

The Allies absolutely refused this afternoon 
to courttenance this suggestion, and the Turks 
absolutely refused to abandon it. 

Incidentally, it was noticed that the Turkish 
statement of debt included Turkish goid 
younds of 1914 and Russian paper pounds of 
1923, on precisely the same basis. That, how- 
ever, is a mere detail. 

Taking today’s sitting as a whble, not one 
inch of progress was effected. The Turks 

enially proposed to refer the whole question 
Back to the Sub-Commission, and to that the 
Allies finally agreed, on the clear understand- 
ing that the Sub-Commission, which meets on 
Monday morning, devotes one sitting—and one 
sitting on!:-~—-to the matter, the commission re- 
assembling immediately to take a binding de- 
cision one way or other. 

Precisely what steps will be necessary to 
force the Conference to some issue and some 
conclusion is not yet quite clear, but an 
ultimatum, in one form or another, seems 
hardly avoidable. 


POINTS AT ISSU£. 


OTTOMAN DEBT DIFFICULTIES. 

The Press Association’s Special Corre- 
spondent, telecraphing from ‘manne last 
night, says :—Notwithstanding the differences 
between the Allies and the Turks in reference 
to the settlement of the Turkish public debt, 
as again revealed in yesterday's session and 
the third Commission, it is felt that some com- 
promise will ultimately be reached. The 
general feeling is that financial questions are 
not going to block the way to the conclusion 
of peace, but rather the question of Mosul 
and the capitulations, upon which points the 
Turks geem determined to hold fast. 

As regards the Ottoman Public Debt, there 
are five points of difference. 

The first has reference to the total amount 
of the debt. The Allies contend that this 
should be fixed as it was on August 1, 1914, 
whereas the Turks insist on advancing the 
date to that of the signature of the Mudros 
Armistice on October 50, 1918. According to 
this arrangement, the debt would be in- 
creased by some two hundred million pounds 
(Turkish). |

a question of dates. Tho Allies agree to 
a date in February, 1920, while the Turks 
contend that such payments should date irom 
the signature of the Mudros Armistice. 
GREEK AND ALBANIAN INTERESTS. 

The third point has reference to the objec- 
tions of Greece and Albania to share in re- 
funding certain railway loans, from ‘hich 
neither State has derived any benefit, 
especially Albania. The Greeks and 
Alkenions propose arbitration by the Per- 
manent Court of International Justice t4 the 
Hague, to which the Allies agree, but the 
Turks reserve their reply, 

Finally, another point is the confirmation 
of the famous Muharrem Decree of 1880, 
constituting the Ottoman Pnblic Debt Ad- 
ministration, which the Turks want to 
eliminate from the Treaty, though they are 
prepared to give a solemn declaration in the 
desired sense. The Allies have accepted this 
proposal. 

As an illustration of tho’Turkish mentality 
in the matter of finance, an example is given 
of their Inmping together gold loans and their 
war debt, put at one hundred and fifty 
million pounds paper currency. 

These points gave rise to prolonged dis- 
cnésion vesterday. Lord Curzon said that he 
regretted the Turltish intransigeance, and did 
not think that the Turks could sustain their 
ease before any tribunal ‘or public opinion, 
and he appealed to them to reconsider the 
matter. 

Ismet Pasha spoke several times in support 
of the Turkish contentions, and in the :onrae 
of his remarks said that he had always seked 
for the minimum, at which there was some 
laughter, in which Ismet Pasha, who is 
usually grave, joined. 

Lord Curzon here intervened and remarked: 
“ Now that Ismet has made his joke, perhaps 
he would make a concession.” 

With reference to the Armenian onestion, 
thes Armenian delegation is greatly dis- 
appointed with the failure of their efforts to 
obtain a national home for the Armenians. 
and most of their members have left, return- 
ing to Paris, but they will continne their 
efiorta and are still hopeful of ultimate guc- 
céss. 


LORD CURZON’S DINNER PARTY.

THE GERMAN GOOSE. 

Mr. Rortald McNeill, M.P.. Under Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affaira, speaking at 
Canterbury on Saturday, referred to the 
friendly dispute with the French as to the 
best means of making Germany fulfil her 
obligations. 

It was, he said, the old story of the goose 
and the colden eggs once more, Britain 
believed that the French were going to starve 
the bird. or even cut its throat. Britain 
wanted to feed it enough to enable it to lay. 
She’ had no love for the bird, but we wanted 


Pits eggs. 


It was not because Britain thought it wrong 
in itself that she dissented from the French 
policy, but becayge she was convinced that it 
would defeat its own purpose. It was pro- 
foundly regretted that any difference should 
have arisen, and he felt sure it would be the 
aim of both Governments to keep that 
difference within as narrow limits as possible.

The reports of the Select Committee on 
Public Accounts dealing with Government 
finances for 1920-21 contain striking passages 
dealing’ with the excess expenditure incurred 
on diplomatic missions. A conspicuous in- 
stance was tho visit of Mr. Winston Churchill, 
when Colonial Secretary, to Cairo. 

From the evidence given before the Com- 
mittee it appears that the actual cost of the 
mission was £4,340, or more than £700 a 
week. 

Sir John Anderson, who was at that time 
head of the Irish Treasury and is now per- 
manent Under-Secretary to the Home Ofiice, 
was severely rebuked by Sir Henry Craik, 
M.P., while Trish accounts were being ex- 
amined. 

Sir Henry, in a question, suggested that 
certain salaries and bonuses had been con- 
cealed when the vote was before Parliament, 
and then he added— 

“1 must tell yon, and I hope you will convey 
it to the heads of the Treasury, that I think 
you have broken al] the traditions of the 
Treasury by not assisting us properly, es it 
was your bounden duty to do, in saving the 
money and making a clear statement to the 
House of Commons. | think we had not had 
proper assistance from the Treasury. I wish 
that recorded, and I wish you to convey it to 
the heads of the Treasury.” ! 

Sir John Anderson replied—”“ I should like 
to add this, sir. Figures will be furnished to 
the Committee showing the amount which has 
been saved on votes and applied to the pay- 
ment of war bonus.’’ 

Sir Henry Craik—What good does it do to 
eubmit such figures to the Committee! The 
important thing is that they shou'd be sub- 
mitted to the House of Commons when we are 
voting, and that has been concealed from it; 
and I desire that you should convey that to 
the heads of the Treasury a3 my impression.

Turkey regards the Ruhr occupation with 
mixed ieelings of satisfaction and uneasiness. 
Anxiety is expressed that France may be so 
tied up with the Ruhr question that she will 
no longer interest herself vitally in the Orient 
problem, and will not furnish the financial 
aid on which Turkey has counted. ' 

The Turkish official announcement to-day 
declares :—‘' The Turkish Government has no 
intention of seeking profit by the conflict be- 
tween France and Germany, for we wish 
neither more nor less then a fulfilment of the 
national pact.” 

Denying that reporte of separate peace

DUTY OF FORBEARANCE. 
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“THE TIMES P OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


We fos cur pari-—and im this matter British 
opinion is almost uananimous--are satisfied 
that the present action of France: is a sheer 
disaster, not only to the peace and tecon- 
struction of Europe, but even to the prospect 
of obtaining any reparations at all from 
Germany. We are convinced that they can 
only be extracted from her by giving her time 
under supervision, and by giving her a clear 
motive for working off a part of her debt, 
not by puiting in an execution out of hand 
and driving her to despair, 

Hitherto both parties have exhibited a wire 
self-restraint. Bet the rift within the lute is 
there; it is audible, and nothing but the 
utmost circumspection, the most anzious and 
{intelligent solicituade by each partner for the 
views and the feelings of the other can pre- 
vent it from spreading until discord replaces 
the old harmony between them. For the 
exerciso of this solicitude the true friends of 
the Entente, and of all that the Zntente com- 
ports, should work without ceasing in these 
difticult and critical times. We should strive 
to keep constantly before our minds the dis 
appointmenta and the apprehensions of 
France. At the Peace Conference she believed 
that she had conquered lasting security for her 
borders and compensation for her devastated 
departments. The Treaties in which she 
trusted for safety were not ratified, and the 
compensation has not been paid. Her 
financial stability ie impaired. Her succe*- 
sive Governments have lived on hopes of the 
impossible and on misconceptions of the atti- 
tude of other countries. Is it altogether un- 
natural that after four years she should. seize 
the remedy which in her judgment the Treaty 
affords her? 

And France, for her part, might cultivate 
more appreciation of the continuous sacrifice 
and privation which tho financial and 
economic disorganisation of Europe imposes 
on a people who depend apon trade for their 
fecovery and for their daily bread. She 
should bethink her of the magnitude and the 
consequences of our unemployment problem. 
She should understand that this problem 16 
hardly less terrible to us than that of her 
wasted ptovinces is to her. She should 
remember that all through the war, and fo 
this day, we have borne, and continue to 
bear, a direct taxation anapproached in 
history. Above wll, she should refiect that, 
in our considered opinion, based upon a very 
long and very wide experience, the remedy 
to which ehe is now recufring is not merely 
futile, but is actually injurious to the 
prospect of obtaining & substantial dividend 
of reparations hereafter, and that our titerest 
in obtaining such a dividend ranks next alter 
her own. 

We think that she is doing us and doing 
herself a two-fold hurt, that che is retaraing 
the economic recovery of Europe, and pre- 
venting the creation of a substantial fund for 
the reparations due to us and to her. Calm 
considerations by England and France of the 
reasons for the attitude of the other must 
bring home to each the imperative necessity 
of tact and forbearance in any comments 
upon the acts, the words, and the supposed 
motives of her partner in the Entente. 


TIGHTER FRENCH CONTROL. 
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NEW PROCLAMATIONS, 
The Times Special Correspondent, m a 


message from Kesen yesterday says:>—The 
“ special régime ”’ of complete freedom for 
the people of Essen and of non-interference 
by the occupying Powers with their daily 
lives, to which the French called my particu- 
lar attention on Friday, ia quickly coming 
to an end. The new proclamations ‘handed 
last night by General Fournier, the Comman- 
dant of Essen, to the German police, make it 
dificult to contend any longer that the occu- 
pation of the Ruhr “is entirely economic; and 
withont military or political character, [he 
first proclamation refers to the “day of 
mourning ’’ decreed for today, and prohibit- 
ing any demonstratiov. It is forbidden to 
hoist special flags as a sign of mourning, or 
to fly any flags as a sign of mourning, or to 
fly any ‘flags at half-mast. 

When I visited Cologne to-day, however, I 
found ail! the public buildings fiymg the 
German Repyblican flags at half-mast, all 
places of amusement closed, and no music in 
the restaurants;, the British — authorities 
having raised no objection to the celebrating 
of the German day of national mourning. 
To-morrow, in the British occupted area, all 
work will cease for half an hour from 11 to 
11.50, except in the case of railways and one 
or two other public services, where action will 
be suspended for ten minutes only. A two- 
minutes’ silence will be observed at 11 a.m. 
The half-hour pause “ia to be observed in the 
Ruhr also, unless the French prohibit this. 

The restriction on the right of assembly 
was made by a second proclamation, which 
forbids the holding of political meetings until 
French permission has been obtained. Ap- 
plication for this has to be submitted in 
writing through the German authorities.

The porter at the 
etation or the boatman who ferries you acrosa 
to the west bank inquires eagerly whether you 
have yet seen the Bab Gedid—new tom 
and at all hours at the hotels conversation 
turns on details of the discovery, the 
enumeration of the objects found, their value 
and fate, and how much has been seen of 
what has so far been removed. 

Every visitor impatiently compels his 
dragoman to take him straight to the foot of 
the tomb of Rameses VI:, where the new 
chambers lie, inatead of following the stereo- 
typed programme which leaves that part oi 
the Royal Necropolis until the third day. 
Uiten the visitor Makes a first visit within a 
few hours of his arrival. 

Dragomans in charge of parties have the 
greatest difficulty “in getting away their 
protégés, who, lke children, plead 
allowed to remain a little longer and’. see 
whether anything more is coming out of* the 
tomb, and in some casea even petulantly re- 
fuse to go any farther.

General Degouette, if he has not already 
done so, is expécted to-morrow to order an 
‘advance”to Bochum, and to occupy: what is 
spoken of as the “' red vt to m:

I think there is no doubt that the need 
for this further advance is regretted in fiicial 
quarters. It was hoped that when the . -rival 
of the French troops at Essen shown 
that France was in earnest, the overtures 
would be made from Berlin which M. rc incaré 
in the Chamber on Friday announced that he 
would be prepared to consider. That hope 
having failed, the screw will now be turned. 


A FORTNIGHT’S GRACE,

ITALY’S PROPOSALS. 

Italy, notwithstanding that her represen- 
tative yoted with France in declaring the 
German default in respect of the wood and 
coal deliveries, is making her own proposals 
as to the conditions on which the moratorium | 
should be granted. 

Both on Friday and yesterday M. Poincaré 
received the Italian Ambassador, and negotia 
tions are stil] proceeding. 

It is to be noted that the German Govern- 
ment haa excluded Italy from the ban against 
the delivery-of coal to the Allies. 

Articles in the Italian Press quoted here 
show that Signor Mussolini has been asking | 
for an anderstandia between Germany 
and the Continental Allies, and thrs, 
and his known dislike of military measures 
against Germany, will no doubt have ther 
influence in next week's discussions in the 
Commission. 


M. POINCARE PLEASED. 


German resistance to the French programme 
in the Ruhr is received quite calmly here. M 
Poincaré himself is reported to be well pleased 
with results to date, and the films shown to- 
day of the arrival of the French troops in 
Essen are being cheered enthusiastically. 

It is clear, nevertheless, that the attitude 
of the Cuneo Government is already causing 
complications. 

A semi-official note explains that the suspen- 
sion of the coal deliveries would have the 
efiect of closing down al] the works in the 
Ruhr. 

The coal basin produces only 26 million 
tons, of which, when the 19 millions due to 
the Reparations Commission are subtracted, 
only seven millions would remain for the 
occupied region east of the Rhine, instead of 
the 20 millions needed. 


THE BOCHUM OUTPUT. 

“The occupation of the Bochum zone would 
give the French Commission in all the 70 
million tons, which would sutlice to cover the 
reparations scheme, and to supply the in- 
dustries in both the occupied regions, leaving 
a balance—under conditions, it must be sup- 
posed—for the rest of Germany. 

The reported consent of the coalowners to 
continue to make deliveries, despite imstruc- 
tions from Berlin, is naturally spoken of here 
as & fine success, and M, Caste, in charge of 
the French Mission, has promised that they 
shall be paid for. 

is denied here this evening that any 
promise was giyen to pay in gold, or that the 
money would be found ander the 40 per cent. 
duty levied in theory on Germany on the 
whole coal production of the Ruhr. 

The fact is that this duty has not been 
collected for same time; and it is thought 
that its collection now may give rise to fresh 
difficulties with. the coalowners.

DRUG TEAFFIC CONTEOL,

LEAGUE'S CALL FOR NATIONS' 


ESTIMATED NEEDS. 
GENEVA, Friday. 

At its sitting to-day the League of Nations’ 
Consultative Committee on the Opium Traffic 
decided on the following four methods for 
determining the quantity of opium or other 
drugs required for medical and scientific pur- 
poses by the various countries :— 

(1) A comparison of each country’s imports 
and exports of opiem and drugs. 

(2) Enquiries in all hospitals and phar- 
macies. 

(3). An estimate of each country’s needs 
based on the frequency of diseases requiring 
the administration of drugs. 

(4) The compilation of statistics from the 
data furnished by certificates for the export 
and import of opium and drugs. 

The Committee recorded its regret at the 
dilatoriness with which certain Governments 
were responding to the call for the informa- 
tion required for the establishment of effective 
control over the drug traffic, and it decided 
to ask the Conncil of the League to ask the 
Governments in question to communicate with- 
out delay any statistics in their possession, 
particularly regarding the production of 
cocaine and the consumption of opium in the 
bar Eaat. 

Both these questions were placed on the 
agenda for the next session of the Committee, 
which is to be held in May.—(Reuter.)

By May next it is anticipated that 

Southampton will beclinked by air with 
Cherbourg and Le Havre, the two French 
ports. 
The most important feature of the innova- 
tion is that, for the first time in the history 
of commercia] flying in England, shipping 
firms will be directly interested in aviation. 
Special flying boats are to be used on the 
route. These are now under course of con- 
struction at Southampton. 

Never before have steamship companies in 
this country been directly interested in civil 
eviation services. There will be three—the 
Cunard, the White Star, and the Atlantic— 
involved in the new project which is to link 
Southampton up with Cherbourg and Le 
Havre. It is a feature of the utmost 
significance and of the greatest importance 
to flying generally in this country. 

It is a recognition of the fact that the 
éeroplane or fiying-boat can be complementary 
to the huge Atlantic liner. The two are-not 
rivals, and the new route, which will have 
its share in the Government subsidy, just as 
the services between Croydon and the 
Coniinent how have, will be a decided asset 
to travellers across the Atlantic.

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CHURCH NOTES. 

Dr. Wace, Dean of Canterbury, has entered 
a strong protest against the proposed revision 
of the Prayer Book. A Royal Commission 
was, he states, appointed because of 
Ritualistic disorders in the Church, and now 
they had proposals to legalise and extend the 
practices which the Royal Commission pro 
posed to resist. ihey protested against the 
proposed plan of an alternative Prayer Book, 
which would disturb the devotions of the 
people in a way that would be disastrous to 
true worship, and also against any alteration 
in the Service of the Holy Communion. There 
was much talk of Christian reunion, but did 
they think that would he at all possible if 
they Romanised the Church of England? it 
was utterly. impossible. 

There is a very strong feeling throughout 
Church circles that, while the finances of 
the Church are in such an unsatisfactory posi- 
tion, far too much is being expended upon 
cathedral and church organs. While organs 
are undoubtedly attractive acquisitions to 
Church worship, complamis are growing 
against the enormous sums which have, par- 
ticularly of late, been spent upon some of 
them. It is felt that, while large numbers 
of the clergy are paid less than the dustman 
who calls to take away the refuse, hundreds, 
and often thousands of pourids should not be 
expended upon the organs of the very places 
of worship where the clergy are in a state of 
what is not far from starvation. 

Mr. kb. J. Wall, Secretary of the Football 
Association, acknowledging a resolution passed 
by the Liverpool Cozference of Secretaries and 
other officials of the Church of England Men's 
Society with regard to Sunday games, says :— 
“1 would bring to your notice our rules pro- 
hibiting the playing of football on Sundays, as 
follows :—* Matches shall not be played on 
Sundays within the jurisdiction of this Asso- 
ciation. A player shall not be compelled to 
play on Sundays outside the jurisdiction of 
this Association. A club or player shall not 
he ompelled to play any match Good 
Friday or Christmas Day. A person who 
takes part in Sunday football in the United 
Kingdom shal! not be recognised by this Asso- 
ciation.’ It may interest you to know that 
there are three quarters of a million players 
in membership with na.”

Beech Park House, Ballyboden, the pro- 
perty of Mr. William Cosgrave, President of 
the Irish Free State Parliament, was set on 
fire early on Saturday morning, and almost 
destroyed, with most of ihe furniture and 
effects. 

The house, @ two-storey building, which 
stands a short distance from the Scholars- 
town road, at Ballyboden, contained a draw- 
ingroom, diningrom, small oratory, four bed- 
rooms, a nursery, kitchen, pantry, dairy, 
and storeroom, and was lighted by electricity, 
which was generated by a plant on the pre- 
mises. It was purchased by Mr. Cosgrave in 
1919. but for some time past it had been un- 
occupied, and was in charge of a caretaker, 
who lives in a gate lodge about 150 yards 
distant. The only other house near it 1s 
situated on the opposite side of the road 

teech Park House was set on fire probably 
before 6 o'clock in the morning. The flames 
were first seen at about 6.50 by a lady who 
resides in the neighbourhood, and the Rath- 
mines Fire Brigade was called. Mr. Egan, the 
caretaker, and his wife, were asleep in the 
lodge, and were unaware of the fire 
Mrs. Rooney, who lives in the house on the 
opposite side of the road, called them. 

ENTRY BY A WINDOW. 

Mrs Egan told an (sh Times tepre 
tive that when they heard ot t! r 
her husband dressed and went up t 
The east wing was then burn: 
upper room on that side. Pointing to a 
broken pane of glass in the nursery window, 
on the ground floor at the back portion ol 
the house, she said that «he believed that the 
men who set the house on fire broke the 
giass and unlocked the window clasp to get 
into the house. Her husband, and Mr. Hem- 
penstall, Tom Jolly, and the Messrs, Rooney, 
who came up, saved a quantity o! 
from the hall and the drawingroom. One 
of the articles which they carried out of the 
hall was a valuable grandfather clock. The 
Fire Brigade men also saved some furniture. 

The Rethmines Fire Brigade received 
call at 7.50, and left at once, under Captain 
White, for the burning bouse, but when they 
arrived the greater portion of it was en- 
veloped. The brigade was considerably han- 
dicapped by the absence of an adjacent supply 
of water, the nearest hydrant being several 
hundred vards away, and it was necessary 
to lay 1.800 feet of hose. The house 
burning fiercely and poction of the roof on the 
east side fell in. The flames had spread to 
the drawingroom and the room over it, and 
eventually. the entire roof collapsed. 
rooms in the front of the house were 
stroyed, but the Brigade was able to sav 
the back portion, with the servants’ quarters 
and the stables and outhouses, The Brigade 
men were helped by Orie] House meu carry- 
ing out the furniture. 


SENTRIES ON THE ROADS, 

The situation of the building, in a secluded 
part of the district, rendered: it an easy prey 
to the incendiaries, but they apparenily took 
every precaution against interference. The 
telephone wires had been cut, and some 
people who were going along the road towards 
Rathfarnham were stopped by men, who were 
obviously on guard, and were prevented from 
giving an alarm until the house was well 
ablaze. Several petrol tins, which 
found in parts of the house, indicated that 
petrol had been freely used in destroying it.

RAIL SMASH IN A FOG. 


The Inspector's report on the collision be- 
tween two passenger trains at Retford (Great 
Northern Railway of England) on November 
16th was issued by the Ministry of Transport 
on Saturday. !

UNPURCHASED TENANTS’ 
DEMANDS. 


At a county convention of the nnpurchased 
agricultural tenants in Leix, held at Marv- 
borough on Thursday, delegates were ap- 
pointed to attend a National Conference of the 
tenants, to be held in Dublin on January 19. 
and a discussion took place on the suggested 
heads of a bill for the winding-up of land 
purchase, with a view to assisting the Go- 
vernMent in drafting the Land Parchase Bill, 
which is expected to be introduced in Dail 
Eireann within the next few months. 

Among the suggestions put forward by the 
Standing Committee of the Unpurchased 
Tenants’ Association for consideration were: 
(1) The fixing of an appointed day after the 
passing of the bill on which the existing 
tenants of unpurchased agricultural holdings 
should become automatically proprietors of 
their holdings ; (2) that from that day the land 
purchase annuities should be payable, and 
each tenant upon that day should not have 


to pay More than one year’s rent, whatever 


his arrears might be; (3) that the money 
should be advanced to each tenant through 
Land Bonds or Land Stock, at £100 full face 
value at 5 per cent. per annum; (4) Govern- 
ment Stock or Ponds, in which the vendor was 
paid, should be accepted at face value for 
payment of all public or private charges on 
the estate; (5) in the case of pending pur- 
chase agreement the holding should be vested 
and purchase money distributed as soon as 
possible after the passing of the Act. 

Mr. Pheian, referring to the suggestion as 
to the payment of a year’s rent on the “' ap- 
pointed day,” pointed out that if the tenants 
paid a year's rent on the 35 per cent. reduc- 
tion and that if the Purchase Bill came into 
operation within the next six months another 
vear’s rent would be due—namely, the rent 
for that six Months, and the hanging half 
gale which, he said, every tenant owed. He 
asked whether that rent should then be naid 
in addition to the present vear’s rent. : 

Mr. J. Delany, C.Co.C., said that the 
majority of the tenants wanted a 50 per cent. 
reduction. 

It was unanimonsly resolved to instruct the 
delegates to the National Conference to see 
that the reduction in rent to be secured under 
the Purchase Act be 50 per cent. 

One of the delegates to the National.Confer- 
ence was selected specially on the ground that 
he had been served by his landlord with a 
writ for one year's rent.

NORTH -WELCOMES SOUTHERN 
SCHEME, 

The Ulster Association states, with reference 
to the. reports which: have- recently appeared 
in the Press regarding the need of a publicity 
and*propaganda campaign, in order to make 
known -to the world the industrial and 
mercial possibilities of‘ Ireland, that this has 
not been overlooked so far as Ulster is con-

The fact that this is now being recognised 
in Southern Ireland is welcomed in U)ster.

Beliast and the ether Ulster ports are as 
safe and as free as ever they were; the rail- 
ways and other means of communication are 
functioning normally, and the facilities for 
the handling of Trans-Atlautic, Continental, 
amd cross-Channel traffic, in greater volume 
than before 1914, have in no way been im- 
paired. Peace reigns everywhere under .tne 
Jurisdiction of the Northern Government, and 
the credit and financial stability of the 
province are as sound as ce, 

In short, Ulster is ready for the trade re- 
vival, whether in the building of ships, the 
making of linen or ropes, or tobacco, or the 
distilling of whiskey, and will enter into the 
healthy rivalries of trade and commerce with 
all her old-time zest and efficiency. 

Commenting on statements made at the 
Cork Chamber of Commerce with reference to 
the need of a commercial publicity scheme, 
Mr. W. H. Webb, D.L.,° Chairman of the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce, gaid to a re- 
porter on Saturday :

THE BARRICADED 
HOUSE, 
Rae ERE 
WOMAN .MURDERED BY 
THE MAN. 


The mystery of the barricaded house was 
solved by a Coroner’s jury im don on 
Saturday, when an inquest was held on Cecil 
Arthur Acton Maltby (47), master tailor, and 
Alice Hilda Middleton (37), wife of a chief 
officer in the merchant service. 

Mrs. Middleton had not been seen since 
August, and when the police were informed 
they traced her to Maltby’s house. They 
forced an entry, and Maltby shot himself in 
the head. They searched the house, and the 
woman's decomposed body was got in a 
bath. 

When the jury had heard the evidence 
they found that Maltby had murdered Mrs. 
Middleton and committed suicide. 

Maltby’s body was identified by his 
daughter, who is a typist. and Alfred Leman 
identified that of Mrs. Middleton, who was 
his sister-in-law. He said that she was first 
missed on August 15. 

Divisional-Surgeon Spurgen, who 
made a post-mortem examination of both 
bodies, said that he found a hole in the 
man’s palate and another in the back of the 
skull. He believed that the man had not 
taken food for several days. 

The woman's body was wrapped ia a sheet 

and was partly clothed with some light linen 
garment. She had been dead between four 
and fite months. He found three circular 
openings, such as would be caused by bullets 
in the back of the head. In the brain he 
feund two flattened bullets which corre- 
sponded with the cartridges of a sporting 
rifle found in the house. The cause of death 
Was syncope from shock, following hemorr- 
hage after laceration of the brain and fracture 
of the skull, caused by bullet wounds. 
The police gave evidence as to the finding 
of a number of letters and noles written by 
Maltby in various paris of the house. They 
also produced letters and telegrams received 
by Maltby from Mrs. Middleton, Thev 
showed that he was jealous of her. In one 
of these, which was written from Fowey, 
Cornwall, she wrote:—‘* Have just managed 
to get ashore to post your letter, and have 
received two from you. I think’ you are very 
unkind in saying such nasty things. What I 
tell you is trae. Yon ought not to doubt 
me. Jt has made me very unhappy and 
miserable. . . . Have just got to get back 
as the boatman is waiting for me. Cheer up, 
Sioppy, and please trust me.”

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CIVIL SERVANTS’ WORKING DAY. 

The British Treasury and the Civil Service 
are at variance about the proposal to increase 
the working hours of the Service trom seven 
to eight per day. 

The Treasury threatens to force the change, 
the Service has offered to discuss the 
question before the Whitley Council. 

Civil Service hours are from 10 to 5. less 
40 minutes for lunch. Overtime. is paid for 
at the rate of lí times the ordinary rate for 
the first twelve hours, 1, times the rates for 
the next six hours, and double the ordinary 
rate for any further overtime. 

It is contended on behalf of the Service that 
to make eight hours the normal working 
period would be an indirect reduction of 
salary. 

The Executive Council) of the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce estimates that 
if the hours of the Civil Service were 1n- 
creased by one per day a saving of £5,000,000 
a year could be effected.
